The city council unanimously voted last 
night to take the lead in the movement to 
establish a boulevard connection between 
the north and south sides of the city: | 

In a communication warmly advocating 
the plan, Mayor Harrison asked the council 
for the authority to appoint a special com- 
mittee of six aldermen to confer with the 
Lincoln and south park boards and with the 
interested property owners on the feasibility 
of the various schemes suggested for form- 
ing the driveway link. The authority was 
granted without a protest, and the mayor. 
announced that the committee will be ap- 
pointed this week and will take up the mat- 
ter at once. 


Mentions Three Plans. 


The mayor mentioned the three following 
plans which have received recent attention:

It is probable that the preliminary discus- 
sion of the various plans will take place at a 
joint conference of the council committee, 
the park boards, and the committee of the 
real estate board which was appointed for 
the same purpose. 


Communication of the Mayor. 

The mayors’ communication to the council 
was as follows: 

“For many years there has been consid- 
erable discussion on the part of public spir- 
ited citizens of the proposition of making a 
boulevard connection between the north and 
south sides of the city. Such a connection 
already exists between the west and south 
sides and has proved a great advantage to 
local pleasure seekers as well as to thou-. 
sands of strangers ‘who visit the city both 
for business and for enjoyment. Several 
su fons have been made as to the most 
feasible method of connecting the north and 
south divisions, 

*“* Whether the connection should be made 
by means of a great spacious subway, well 
lighted and ventilated and devoted solely to 
the purposes of pleaeure seekers and foot 
passengers, or whether it should be made by 
a broad driveway through that part of Grant 
park lying north of the Art institute leading 
to a viaduct over the tracks of the Illinois 
Central railway and to a bascule bridge east 
of Rush street, or whether it should be ac- 
complished by widening Michigan avenue 
frem Jackson boulevard to River street and 
by providing a new roadway from Michigan 
avenue east toa bascule bridge at Pine street 
are all questions which should receive care- 
ful consideration in all their bearings before 
a final decision is reached. 


Present the Best Time. 

“It has been well said that no better time 
than the present could be found to under- 
take a work which means so much to the 
citizens of all divisions of the city. The 
subject already has receivéd general pub- 
lic discussion, and, I am advised, is being 
considered by both the south park and Lin- 
: Cs coln park boards. I would therefore ask the 
authority of your honorable body to appoint 
a special committee of six aldermen to take 
up the question with the members of the two 
park boards, as well as with the directly in- 
terested property owners, to learn whether 
a practical scheme of accomplishing this 
‘boulevard connection may not be devised and 
forwarded.” 

Subway Plan Practically Shelved. | 

The plan involving the widening of Michi- 
gan avenue and its transformation from a 
lane of trucks into a beautiful driveway 
leading, to a bascule bridge east of Rush 
street and connecting with Pine street has 
received the most favorable recommendation 
of public men. The subway proposition has 
practically been shelved in favor of an open 
air drive. Thechoice, therefore, lies between 
an outer drive connecting the two divisions 
near the abandoned Illinois Central railway 
bridge and the inner or Michigan avenue 
extension. The latter plan has received al- 
most the unanimous approval of the Lincoln 
park and south park commissioners and 
other interested pesons. ' 

Estimates of the Cost. 


The cost of widening Michigan avenue by 
condemning a forty-foot strip along the east 
side from Randolph street to the river and 
the building of an adequate bascule bridge 
with a viaduct on the north side over the 
Northwestern switch track has been esti- 
mated at not more than $2,000,000. The 
subway would cost probably $3,000,000. 

It has been pointed out that the transfor- 
mation of Michigan avenue into a boulevard 
link will drive out the wholesale houses 
which now block the thoroughfare with their 
trucks and bring in their stead a double row 
of retail stores catering to boulevard trade, 
as has happened in Jackson boulevard. This 
change will enhance the value of the prop- 
erty to such an extent that many holders 
of realty on the east.side of Michigan ave- 
nue already welcome the project to condemn 
a part of their property.

Defeat in State of Calitornia Ends 
White House Hopes. 


FURTHER WOE SS IN STORE. 


Tammany Expected to Refuse to Send 


Him to Congress Again. 


Washington, D. C., May 16.—[(Special.]— 
William R. out as a 
presidential possibility. The democratic 
state convention of California, of which he 
ig a native, today proved to be anti-Hearst, 
and despite the efforts of the editor’s friends 
his wishes were ignored, though his oppo- 
nents only had a small majority. 

Tomorrow the Wisconsin democrats af 
their state convention will refuse to instruct 
its delegates for him. 

Indiana already has turned him down, and 
leading politicians here tonight say he is 
out of the running, if, indeed, he ever had 
a chance. 


California Defeat a Surprise. 

Hearst's loss of his native state was a sur- 
prise, as even those who looked with little 
favor on his candidacy expected he would be 
able to secure the California delegation. He 
has been making strenuous efforts in this 
direction for a long time, and several months 
ago established a newspaper in Los Angeles 
for the express purpose of swinging the dele- 
gates that were to be elected by the state 
convention. His efforts have proven in vain, 
however, and his opponents are asking what 
chance does a man stand if he is unable to 
secure the indorsement of his own state. 


Can’t Go to Congress Again. 
Repudiated by California and by his adopt- 


ed state—New York—Mr. Hearst has more 


woe in sight, for it is well understood among 
politicians at the national capital that Tam- 
many will refuse to send him to congress 
again when his present term expires. : 
Mr. Hearst’s chances of retiring to private 
life are excellent, say those who have been 
opposing his presidential aspirations. 


Defeat in Native State. 

Santa Cruz, Cal., May 16.—[(Special.)—The 
preliminary skirmish in the democratic state 
convention today was won by the forces 
opposing the sending of a delegation to the 
national convention instructed to support 
the candidacy of Congressman W. R. Hearst 
for the presidency. Unless he can get twelve 
mote votes In favor of a resolution instruct- 
ing for him at St. Louis he cannot hope to get 
a single delegate. The committee on cre- 
dentials is strongly anti-HHearst, and it is 
believed this makes his defeat all along the 
line certain, 

Those favoring a delegation instructed for 
Hearst made a gallant fight, losing the 
battle for the control of the convention by 
the close vote of 367 to 345. The test came 
on the vote for temporary chairman. For 
this position the Hearst people named for- 
mer Lieut. Gov. W. T. Jeter of Santa 
Cruz, while Frank H. Gould of San Fran- 
cisco, former speaker of the assembly, led 
the anti-Hearst forces. 


Meets Defeat in Wisconsin. 
Milwaukee, Wis., May 16.—[Special.]—The 


| democratic state convention, which will be 


called to order in this city at noon tomor- 
row,. will send a solid delegation of twenty- 
six votes to the national convention pledged 
te the candidacy of Edward C. Wall for the 
presidency of the United States. The dele- 
gation will be instructed to apply the unit 
rule.

SENT FOR TO BURY ONE, 
HE FINDS THREE CORPSES. 


All the Surviving Members of a Con- 
necticut Family Stricken While 
Keeping Vigil Over a Dead Child. 


Derby, Conn., May 16.—[Special.]—When 
Merritt Marcy, undertaker, responded to a ’ 
call to the home of John Whipple of East 
Glastonbury yesterday to prepare for burial 
a 3 year old child, dead of spotted fever, he 
found three corpses instead of one that re- 
quired his attention. 

Upon his arrival at the Whipple home the 
undertaker found the doors and windows 
locked. In response to repeated knockiag.a 
feminine voice, which he recogriized as that 
of Mrs. Whipple, called to him in weak tones 
to break into the house. The undertaker 
summoned neighbors and the door was 
forced. | 

In one room Mrs. Whipple and a baby lay 
dead, while stretched upon the floor, Whipple 
was in an unconscious condition. In an ad- 
joining room was the body of the spotted 
fever victim. Mrs. Whipple evidently had 
called to the undertaker with her dying 
breath, as not over ten minutes elapsed be- 
fore an entrance was effected. 

The two children were buried this morning, 
and the mother this afternoon. Whipple is 
dying from tuberculosis. 


PIANOS IN FUNERAL | PYRE. 


Old Fashioned Squares Will Be Burned 
on Beach at Atlantic City at Na- 
tional Meeting of Dealers. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 16.--[Special.]—The 
old fashioned square piano, once a token of 
wealth and luxury in a home, is to be made 
a burnt offering to propitiate trade at the na- 
tional convention of piano men at Atlantic 
City next week. 

Nor are the piano men content with offering 
one as a sacrifice. They propose to collect 
all the old fashioned square planos they can 
secure—all that are now extant, if possible— 
form them into a huge funeral pyre on the 
beach and set fire to it. A permit for the 
beach fire has been secured, and delegates

AVhen order had been obtained Mr. Can- 
non announced that he had a statement to 
make that would be of interest to every 


delegate in the hall. 


From a typewritten sheet he then read 
the following ruling as to absent delegates 
and proxies: 

“ This convention, in its organization, made 
a roll of the delegates of the convention. 
Such a roll is the evidence of the personnel 
ef the convention, to which alone the chair 
must refer in the event questions of the 
right to vote in the deliberations of the 
convention should arise. If there are al- 
ternates upon the roll, in the absence of 
the delegate for which such alternate stands 
the altermate becomes the delegate during 
the absence of the delegate. If the vote by 
a county or district is challenged, or some 
cne has the proxy of a delegate, such vote by 
proxy cannot be recognized by the chair 
unless that proxy appears on the roll. 

“The convention has adopted a rule as fol- 
lows: 
~ “ * Resolved, That in case a vacancy occurs 
in any delegation of this convention, the 
delegates present in such delegation shall 
cast the full vote of such delegation.’ 


Construes Rule on Vacancies. 


“Many inquiries have been made of the 
chair as to what construction should be 
given this rule. After the best examination 
the chair has been able to give touching the 
question, the chair states that under this 
rule, to put the most extreme case that can 
occur in its operation, the construction to 
be given would be as follows: 

“To illustrate: Assuming the vote of a 
district or county is ten votes, If there is 
one delegate present and nine absent, the 
chair would rule the one delegate could cast 
one vote for himself and the other nine votos 
for the remainder of the delegation. 

‘“‘ Assuming there are two delegates from 
such county or district present, each dele- 
gate could cast his own individual vote, and 
the two delegates, if they can agree liow 
the other eight votes should be cast, would 
be permitted to cast the votes of the other 
eight. If they do not agree, then the eight 
votes could not be recorded and would be 


lost. 
Three Delegates a Quorum. 


“ Assuming there are three or more dele- 
gates present, the chair would hold each of 
the three could cast his own vote and the 
other seven votes could be cast according to 
the agreement of the three if they agreed. 
If they did not agree the chair would hold 
that thé.three constituted a quorum and a 
majority of the quorum would determine 
how. the seven votes of the absent delegates 
should be cast. 

“In other words, In construing the rule 
the chair would treat the delegates present 
from each county or district as an organiza- 
tion that would act as a quorum would act 

in a legislative, municipal, or other legal 


body. 
“The chair makes this announcement 
without embarrassment, for it is always 


majority to determine the qualifications and 
personnel of its delegates, and it is always 
‘In the power of the same majority to over- 
rule the chair, and if the ruling of the chair 
is correct from a parliamentary standpoint 
it is equally in the power of the majority of 
delegates co the convention to 
change its rules.”’ 


Calls Roll for Twenty-fifth Ballot. 

Then Speaker Cannon ordered the roll to 
be called for the twenty-fifth ballot for gov- 
ernor. 

Luman T. Hoy started the call with Adams 
county, and the response was lost in the dis- 
order attending the settling down of the con- 
vention. The Yates men immediately about 
the delegation, hearing the unchanged 
“Twenty for Yates,’ which has begun every 
ballot, raised an encouraging shout. This, 
combined with the fact that the vote had not 
been heard, brought a number of sharp, 
anxious calls from the floor. “‘ What's that 
vote?” yelled the delegates. “ Twenty for 
Yates,” shouted Hoy. 

It was a case of “‘ back to the mines; there’ll 
be no strike.’ The progress of the roll call 
showed absolutely nothing had been accom- 
plished during the recess over Sunday. 

Any one of the delegates could have re- 
peated the ballot from memory and would 
have had it within a few votes of cprrect. 
Hamlin lost his gain of Saturday afternoon, 
and there was the usual shifting of the side 
t stepping counties, That was about all. 

De Kalb, Kane, Kankakee, and Will stuck 
in spite of rumors regarding Hopkins and 
Cannon, and the deadlock was unbroken. 

While this first ballot of the day was being 
counted Speaker Cannon took another shy 
at the smoke nuisance. He ordered the win- 
dows raised and then order the sergeant at 
arms and police to.“ extinguish the smoking 
volcanoes on the floor.”

He admitted that he had known Canfield 


“for six or seven years and that he knew his 


house in Forty-fourth street, but he refused 


to say if ever he.had been in the house of if he 
ever had played roulette or other games on 


ROLES AGAINST TURNER, 


SUPREME COURT DECLARES AN- 
ARCOHIST HAD NO RIGHT HERE. 


Opinion. Says That the Government 
Has the Right to Make Necessary 
Laws for Self-Preservation and 
That Immigration Measure Is One of 
These—Holds Englishman's Teach- 
ings Can Be Interpreted Only as Ad- 
vocating Force. 


Washington, D. C., May 16.—[{Special.])— 
While John Turner, the English anarchist, 
was in the United States on his recent visit 
he was here illegally. Such was the ruling 
of the United States Supreme court, given 
‘today by Chief. Justice Fuller. 
As Turner sailed from America several 


| days ago, the ruling will have no present 


‘effect on him, but it establishes the right of 

the immigration authorities in their attempt 
to deport the anarchist, which was blocked 
by habeas corpus proceedings. It will also 
be a precedent for action in similar cases. 


Right of Self-Preservation. 


Of the right.of the government to bar such 
men as Turner the opinion, which was con- 
curred in by the entire berich, says: 

We are not to be understood as depreciating the 
vital importance of freedom of speech and of the 
press, or suggesting futile limitations on the spirit 
of liberty, in. itself umconquerable, but this case 
does not involve those considerations. - 

The flamihg brand which guards fhe réalm where 
no human. government is needed still bars the en- 
trance and as long as human governments endure 
they cannot be denied the power of self-preserva- 
tion, as that question is presented here. 


Turner’s Policy Was Force. 

Of Turner, specifically. the opinion says: 

Even if Turner, though he did not so state 
to the immigration board of inquiry, only regarded 
the absence of government as a political ideal, yet 
when he sought to attain it by advocating, not 
simply for the benefit -of workingmen, who are 
justly entitled to repel the charge of desiring the 
destruction of law and order, but ‘“‘at any rate as an 
anarchist,’’ the ‘‘universal strike,"’ to which he re- 
ferred, and by discourses:on what he called ‘* the 
legal murder of 1887,"’ referring to the Spies case, 


‘and by addressing massmeetings on that subject 
.In association with Most, we cannot say that the 
inference was unjustifiable, either that he con- 


templated the ultimate realization of: his ideal by 
the use of force or that his speeches were incite- 
ments to that end.

Striker’s Fine against W. B. Conkey 


& Co. of Hammond, 
for Contempt Ind., and while the 
Stands, court does not pass 


directly on the ques- 
tion involved, the effect of the decision is to 
sustain the action ofthe lower court in im- 
posing a fine upon Bessette and other labor 
leaders, who were held to be in contempt of 
court for violating an injunction issued by 
the United States judge for the northern 
district of Indiana during the strike at Ham- 
mond. 

The court held that the case was not prop- 
erly brought before it, but that Bessette has 
a right to ‘take the.case to the Circuit Court 
of Appeals, but only on writ oferror. One 
of the acts forbidden by the injunction was 
picketing, and another was interfering with 
the business of Conkey & Co. 

After it had been issued several members, 
including Edward Bessette, who are not 
named in the injunction, were arrested for 
contempt of court in knowingly violating the 
injunction and were fined $250 each. Bes- 
sette, however, appealed to the Cireuit Court , 


to the Supreme court upon the question as 
to the power of the former court to review 
an order of the District or Cirbuit court in 
contempt proceedings. 

The main question was whether, under an 
act establishing the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, contempt proceedings in District 
courts could be reviewed by the Court of 
Appeals. Citing previous decisions on the 
subject, Justice Brewer said such proceed- 
ings were of two classes, first, criminal, in 
which the government, the courts, and the 
people were interested; and, second, civil,

in the nature of the prosecution. ; 

According to their testimony the trouble 
started six weeks ago, when, it was alleged, 
the objectionable remarks were made. They 
were repeated to Miss O’Grady by several 
girl pupils, who said they heard the West 
girl make them while on their way home 
from school. Miss O’Grady sent a note to 
the child’s mother, who in turn took the 
child out of school, declaring she did not 
believe her-child would say such things.

THIRD CONSECUTIVE VICTORY 
FOR THE ENGLISH HORSE.

Packs 180 Pounds in the Claremont 
Handicap at Morris Park and Nails 
Lux Casta in the Last Few Strides— 
Odom Puts Up Two Great Finishes— 
One of John A. Drake’s Derby Can- 
didates, Rapid Water, Wins in Hol- 
low Fashion. 


New York, May 16.—[Special.}—Hurst Park 
won his third consecutive race today when he 
captured the Claremont handicap at six and 
a half furlongs, over the Withers course. 
More than 10,000 racegoers cheered the 
horse as George Odom drove him home in 
Ballant style. 

Hurst Park picked up 130 pounds, the 
heaviest impost he yet had been asked to 
carry, and, though he apparently was 
beaten ten yards frém the wire, he sprinted 
gamely under the whip and got up in time 
to win. Pepper, an added starter, 
raced out in front with Castalian, followed 
by Lux Casta a Hurst Park to the head 
of the stretch. There Lux Casta was rushed 
into the lead by Burns and began to look 
invincible, but Odom went on the outside 
with Hurst Park, while Lyne clung to the 
rail with Gay Boy. It was a hot duel be- 
tween Odom and. Burns, but the former got 
there. Lux Casta was six lengths before 
Gay Boy, who beat King Pepper a head. 


Good Ride by Odom. 


Again, in the overnight handicap, at a 
mile and an eighth, run over the hill, Odom 
showed his remarkable finishing qualities. 
‘He had the mount on Oarsman, the favorite. 
Oarsman, Colonsay, and City Bank raced 
neck and neck in front, with Ostrich and 
Major Daingerfield trailing. Oarsman and 
City Bank, who had swung wide, fought it 
out like a team hitched to a wagon all the 
way down to the wire, both Odom and Hilde- 
brand using their whips freely the last fur- 
long. Oarsman finally got the verdict by a 
nose, City Bank beating Daingerfield a length 
and a half. 

John A. Drake won two races, the first 
and fifth, in hollow style. In the first, at 
six and a half furlongs, his American Derby 
colt, Rapid Water, made all the pace, win- 
ning easily by a length .in 1:23%. Robin 
Hood nipped the place frem South Trimble 
by a head. In the fifth, at a mile, Drake's 
Runnels was a prohibitive faforite. —

ENGLISH LAD IS 
IN RARE FETTLE. 
Derby Favorite Shows Another 


Fine Performance at 
Worth Track. 


MILE AND 20 YARDS IN 1:41 


Works Out the Mile and a Quar- 
ter in 2:05; Outsiders 


If any doubt exiated as to the Derby caliber 
of Fred Cook’s Requital—English Lady colt, 
English Lad, they were removed at Worth 
yesterday when the future book American 
Derby favorite gave such good 4 year olds 
as Big Ben and By Ways six and thirteen 
pounds respectively and a decisive beating 
in a mile and twenty yards race. 

It was not English Lad’s success over the 
-| pair named that demonstrated he was the: 
best 3 year old shown here this season so 
much as the manner in which he accom- 
plished the task and the time, 1:41, he hung 
up for the distance. 

And if that was not convincing as to his 
superiority over other Derby aspirants 
known at present his workout of an extra 
quarter of @ mile, which was tacked on at the 
end of the race and for which he was timed 
in 2:05%, should be sufficient. 


Separately Timed by Trainer. 

Trainer William Phillips, who believes the 
colt one of the best if not the best of his age 
that ever faced a starte, took special pains 
to time his Derby charge throughout his 
journey, and after little Nicol finished the 
extra quarter workout with him showed the 
:24 1-5; three- 
eighths, :36 1-5; half, :48 1-5; five-eighths, 
1:00; three-quarters, 1:13; seven-eighths, 
1:26; mile, 1:39; nine furlongs, 1:52; mile and 
a quarter, 2:05 1-5. 

This fractional time was English Lad’s 
‘and not that of the horses that reached the 
poles named first. It makes the time all the 
more important as the colt was cut off at the 
first turn, trailed his field down the back- 
stretch, and did not take the lead until within 
100 yards of the finish.

states. “The best prospect this year is in 
Kansas, where 80,000,000 bu is a reasonable 
expectation today. - The only possible rival 
for Kansas will be Minnesota, and it is too 
early to suggest what that state Avill do. 
The southwest will fall off considerably from 
the production Of last year, but Kansas will, 
on the prospect today; come well up to last 
year’s total. Missouri promises to make 
a fair gain over last year’s production. Okla- 
homa and Texas will fall off heavily from last 
year. The next best showing, relative to last 
year’s production, in winter yield, is prom- 
ised in Maryland, the Virginias, Kentucky, 
and Tennessee. The poorest portion of the 
winter area is the Ohio valley and Michi- 
gan, where the productionrwill be cut heavily 
from last year’s record. The showing in 
Ohio and Indiana is so poor that plowing up 
is going on yet and reseeding to corn and 
oats is in progress.”’ 

The visible supply of wheat showed a de- 
crease of 1,655,000 bu for the week, compared 
with a decrease of 1,791,000 bu for the cor- 
responding week a year ago. In view of the 
fact that export clearances are so much 
smaller than last year and that little if any 
wheat has been put afloat in this country, 
the comparison was considered‘a bullish one 
as showing increased domestic consumption 
and large drafts on the supplies at terminal 
markets. The report was delayed some timé 
waiting for the figures from Fert William 
and Fort Arthur, and was finally made up 
without them, the figures of stocks at those 
points the previous week being repeated. 
Later the Fort William stocks were reported 
at 3,820,000 bu, showing a decrease of 781,000 
bu for the week, with the grain lost by fire 
last week not deducted, but said to be prob- 
ably net over 500,000 bu. The Port Arthur 
stecks decreased 435,000 bu, to 2,059,000 bu. 
The joint decrease of 1,216,000 bu would have 
made the total decrease in the visible supply 
2,871,000 bu, and the last bulge in wheat 
was on the report from those points. It is 
probable, however, that much of the wheat 
leaving Fort William and Port Arthur will 
reappear on the lakes.
